NEW YORK, J u l y 18.—Pilot Phelan, of 
the pilot boat Caprice, which came into 
port this morning reported: Tuesday, 
latitude 39.40, longitude, 71.40, sighted 
a bidloon dragging its car along the sur- 
face of the water. He was some dis. 
tance from it, but gave chase and saw it 
collapse and disappear at sundowu, when 
he was three-quarters of a mile from it. 


IMb*. Campbell, the inventor of the air 
ship, left his home early this morning 
and has not been seen since. 
Mr. John 
Burrell, who is backing the enterprise, 
also disappeared in the same mysterious 
manner about an hour later, l ^ e friends 
of the enterprise now appear to agree 
that the air ship's ascension was prema- 
ture and proper precautions were not 
taken to insure against accident. 


Inventor Campbell says the ship was 
built according to his directions. 
He 
says tbe neck of the balloon was at the 
bottom of the car and that it is possible 
Hogan may have died of asphyation. 
As there was more or less gas escaping 
all the time, the aeronaut would be in 
an atmosphere of gas which would soon 
make him unconscious and eventually 
kill him. 


In the event of the valve rope failing 
to work Hogan could not possibly sur- 
vive under such conditions. 
All ex- 
perienced aeronauts agree that the neck 
of the baloon should be at least fifteen 
feet above the oar, so that there would 
be abundant opportunity for the escape 
of the gas without imperilling the life of 
the man manipulating the air ship. 


The point mentioned by Pilot Phelan 
is about 150 miles east of Atlantic City, 
N. Y., in the Atiantic Ocean, and it is 
hard to see how Hogan got there. 
He 
started from Brooklyn on the 16th, 
Tuesday, and later was seen sailing to- 
wards the east. The wind on Tuesday 
afternoon was blowing from the south- 
west.

DBTBOIT, Mich., July 18.—The con- 
vention of the National Association of 
General Baggage Agents, at its session 
to-day, adopted a code of rules to gov- 
ern t^e transportation of dead bodies 
and a uniform transit permit and death 
certificates to be filled out by the under- 
taker and receiving agent. 


By these rules transportation of the 
bodies of persons dying from small pox 
asiatic cholera, lepro^, typhoid fever, 
or yellow fever, is absolutely forbidden. 
Bc^es of persons dying from other con- 
tagious diseases, must be thoroughly 
di^nfected with bi-chloride of mer- 
cury. 


Persons who have been exposed to in- 
fection of the disease will not be per- 
mitted to accompany the body. Bodies 
dead of disease not contagious must be 
enclosed in air-tight coffins. 
Every 
body must be accomp^edbya person 
in i^rge. 


The box carrying the body must be 
plainly marked with the name of de- 
ceased, place and cause of deatii. 
No 
didnterred bodies will be received for 
transportation.

Arrangements are now oomplete for 
tiie encampment of the Indiana Legion 
tobe held at Indianapolis, beginning 
Monday next and continuing until the 
following Saturday. The camp will be 
in Armstrong's woods, near North In- 
dianapolis, about four miles from the 
Circle. During the week there will, it 
is expected, be 
a grand review by 
Governor 
Hovey, 
as oommftnder-in- 
chief, accompanied 
his staff. 


There wiU be in camp thirty-six com- 
panies of in&ntry and five of artillery, 
each having from thirty-five to fifty 
men. There are twelve companies in 
each infantry regiment, and while in. 
camp they will be furnished with the 
regular army rations, with some addi- 
tions. 


The army ration consists of twelve 
ounces of bacon or pork or one pound 
four ounces of fresh beef to each man 
a day, to which is to be added a daily 
ration of sixteen ounces of hard bread 
or eighteen ounces of soft bread to each 
man. To each one hundred rations fif- 
teen pounds of bean?, ten pounds of 
rice or ten pounds of hominy will be 
given, and with every hundred rations 
eight pounds of roasted and ground 
coffee or two pounds of tea, fifteen 
pounds of sugar, four quarts of vinegar, 
four pounds of salt, four ounces of 
pepper are to be used. 


An allowance is made to each one 
hundred men of four pounds of soap and 
one and a half pounds of candles a day.' 
For the first day, on arriving at camp, 
cooked rations will be issued 
These 
will consist, for each meal, of one-third 
of a pound of cooked ham, one-sixth of 
a pound canned beef, a quarter of a 
pound cooked beans, half a pound of 
hard bread, with coffee, sugar and tea. 
On other days, in addition to the stand- 
ard army rations, there will be issued 
potatoes, onions and dried apples or 
peaches.

The friends 
of the enterprise now appear to agree 
that the air ship's ascension wasprema* 
iureand proper precautions were not 
taken to insure against accident 


Inventor Campbell says the ship was 


built according to his directions. He 
says the neck of the balloon was at the 
bottom of the oar and that itupossible 
Hogan may have died of •sphyation.
